The International Institute of Agri- 
culture at Rome predicts that the 
world wheat crop this year will be 
about equal to last year. 

The Institute says that 
crops improved somewhat 
March 15 and April 15. 

India’s wheat crop is now estimated 
at 372 million bushels, some 16 mill- 
ion larger than last year. As domes- 
tic requirements run around 326 mill- 
ion bushels, there will be a quantity 
available for export. 

The Danube Basin has 17,600,000 
acres in wiuter wheat this year, which 
is about 1 1/3 milion acres less than 
last year.

New gardeners should guard a- 
gainst planting tod deep, and when 
the seed has germinated the p lants 
should rot be allowed to grow too 
close together. Very fine seed like 
that of the poppy and alyssum, for 
instance, Is best mixed with a Httle 
dry sand and the mixture sown, other 
wise the seed will not go very far and 
will go in much too close together 
With such small seed mere pressing 
into finely prepared soil will be suff- 
icient. The generdl rule is to sow to 
a depth of three times the diameter 
of the seed. This will mean pressing 
In most flowers except those thirgs 
like Castor Beans, Nasturtiums, and 
Sweet Peas, which are very large and 
should be covered about an inch deep 
Bulbs or corms, like the Dahlia and 
the Gladiolus may be put down to 
quite a depth, from four inches to a 
a foot.

responsible for the so-called “sweet 
clover sickness” and no. difficulty 
was experienced in this regard. No 
objectionable flavor developed in the 
milk due to feeding sweet clover hay, 
even when this feed was used as the 
ouly roughage for the cows. Feed 
flavors as found in milk are frequent- 
ly due to an abrupt change in feed, 
rather than to the feed itself, and are 
usually of short duration.
